It was nt this period that 1 was con-

sign, a Creator back of creation, and, 
no matter how long joti dr.iw out the 


I offer no apology for speaking upon 


.1 religious theme, for it is the most 
universal of all themes. If I addressed 
you upon the subject of law I might 
interest the lawyers. If I 
the science of medicine 1 might inter- 
est the physicians. In like manner 
merchants' might be interested iu a 
talk on commerce and farmers in a 
discussion of agriculture. But none of 
these subjects appeals to all. liven the 
Science of government, though bioader 
than any profession or occupation, 
does not embrace the "\vhoie sum of 
life, and those who think upon it differ 
so among themselves that I could not 
speak upon the subject so as to please 
a part without offending others. While 
to me the science of government is in- 
tensely absorbing, I recognize that the 
most important things in life lie out- 
side of the realm of government and 
that more depends npon •what the in- 
dividual does for himself than upon 
what the government does or can do 
for him. Men can be miserable under 
the best government, and they can be 
liappy under the worst government. 


Government affects but a part of the 


life which we live here and does not 
touch at all the life beyond, •while reli- 
gion touches the infinite circle of ex- 
istence as well as the small arc of that 
circle which we spend on earth. Ko 
greater theme, therefore, can engage 
our attention. 


Man is a religious being. The heart 


instinctively seeks for a God. Man is 
essentially devout. 


There are honest doubters whose 


sincerity we recognize and respect, but 
occasionally I find young men who 
think it smart to be skeptical. They 
talk as if it were an evidence of larger 
intelligence to scoff at creeds and re- 
fuse 
to 
connect 
themselves 
with 


churches. They call themselves "lib- 
eral." as if a Christian were narrow 
minded. To these young men I desire 
to address myself. 


Religion the Basis of Morality. 


Even some older people profess to 


regard religion as a superstition, par- 
donable in the ignorant, but unworthy 
of the educated, a mental state which 
one can and should outgrow. Those 
who nold this view look down with 
mild contempt npon such as give to 
religion a definite 
place in 
their 


Thoughts and lives. They assume an 
intellectual superiority and'often take 
little pains to conceal the assumption. 


Religion has been defined as the re- 


lation which man fixes between him- 
self and Ms God and morality as the 
outward manifestation of this relation. 
Every one by the time he reaches ma- 
turity has fixed some relation between 
himself and God, and no material 
change in this relation can take place 
without a revolution in the man, for 
this relation is the most potent influ- 
ence that acts upqn a human life. 


Religion is the basis of morality in 


the individual and in the group of in- 
dividuals. Materialists have attempted 
to build up a system of morality upon 
the basis of enlightened self interest 
They would have man figure out by 
mathematics that it pays him to ab- 
stain from wrongdoing: they would 
even inject an element of selfishness 
into altruism. But the moral system 
elaborated by the materialists has sev-- 
oral defects. First, its virtues are bor- 
rowed from moral systems based upon 
religion. Second, as it rests upon argu- 
ment rather than upon authority it 
does not appeal to the young, and by 
the time the young are able to follow 
their reason they have already become 
set iu their ways. Our laws do not 
permit a young man to dispose of real 
estate until he is twenty-one. 
"Why 


this restraint? Because his reason is 
not mature. And yet a man's life is 
largely molded by the environment 
of his youth. Third, one never knows 
ju^t how much of his decision is due 
TO reason and how much fc due to 
passion or to selfish interest. We rec- 
ognize the bias of self interest when 
we exclude from the jury every man, 
r.o matter how reasonable or upright 
he may be. who has a pecuniary inter- 
est in the result of the 1ri,U. And. 
fourth, one whose mortality is ba-H-d 
upon a nice calculation <>f lienefits to 
I* secured spends time figming Hint 
h" should spend in action.

created the heavens and the earth, and 
I can stand on that proposition until I 
lind some theory of creation that goes 
further back than "the beginning." 


I do not carry the doctrine of evo- 


lution as far as some do. I have not 
yet been able to convince myself that 
man is a lineal descendant of the low- 
er animals. I do not mean to find fault 
•with you if you want to accept it. All 
I mean to say is that, while you may 
trace your ancestry back to the mon- 
key if you find pleasure or pride in do- 
ing so. you shall not connect me with 
your family tree without more evi- 
dence than has yet been produced. It 
is true that man in some physical 
qualities resembles the beast but man 
has a mind as well as a body and a 
soul as well as a mind. The mind is 
greater than the body, and the soul is 
greater than the mind, and I object to 
having man's pedigree traced on one- 
third of him only, and that the lowest 
third. 


One does not escape from mystery, 


however, by accepting this theory, for 
it does not explain the origin of life. 
AVhen the follower of Darwin has 
traced the germ of life back to the 
Mv\est form in which it appears, and 
to follow him one must exercise more 
faith than religion calls for, he finds 
that scientists differ. 
Some believe 


that the first germ of life came from 
another planet, and others hold that it 
was the result of spontaneous genera- 
tion. 


If I were compelled to accept one of 


these theories, I would prefer the first, 
for if we can chase the germ of life 
off this planet and get it out into space 
v. e can guess the rest of the way and 
no one can contradict us, but if -we ac- 
cept the doctrine of spontaneous gen- 
eration we cannot explain why sponta- 
neous generation ceased to act after 
the first germ was created. 


Go back as far as w'e may, we can- 


not escape from the creative act, and 
it is just as easy for me to believe that 
God created man as he is as to believe 
that millions of years ago he created 
a germ of life and endowed it with 
power to develop into all that we see 
today. But I object to the Darwinian 
theory nntil more conclusive proof is 
produced, because I fear we shall lose 
the consciousness of God's presence In 
our daily life if we must assume that 
through all the ages no spiritual force 
has touched the life of man or shaped 
the destiny of nations. But there is 
another objection. The Darwinian the- 
ory represents man as reaching his 
present perfectidn by the operation of 
the law of hate—the merciless law by 
which the strong crowd out and kill 
off the weak. If this is the law of our 
development, tlien, if there is any logic 
that can bind the human mind, we 
shall turn backward toward the beast 
in proportion as we substitute the lavs: 
of love. How can hatred be the law of 
development when nations have ad- 
vanced in proportion as they have de- 
parted from that law and adopted the 
law of love? 


But while I do not accept the Dar- 


winian theory I shall not quarrel with 
you about it I refer to it only to re- 
mind you that it does not solve the 
mystery of life or explain human prog- 
ress. I fear that some have accepted 
it in the hope of escaping from the 
miracle, but why should the miracle 
flighten us? It bothered me once, and 
I am inclined to think that it is one of 
the test questions with the Christian. 
Why Shouldn't Miracles Be Performed? 


Christ cannot be separated from the 


miraculous. 
His birth, his ministra- 


tions and his resurrection all involve 
tiie miraculous, and the change which. 
his religion works in the human heart 
is a continuing miracle. Eliminate the 
miracles and Christ becomes merely a 


which man now deals. It is simply 
different. 


It is sometimes snid that-Clod could 


not suspend one of his laws without 
flopping the universe, bill do we not 
suspend or overcome llu> law of grav- 
itation every day? 
K\ery time we 


move :i foot or lift a \\eight \\e tem- 
porarily interfere with the operation 
of the most universal of nutunil laws, 
and yet (ho world is not disturbed. 


Science has 
taught us so many 


things that we are tempted to con- 
clude that we know e\ erytliing, hut 
there is really « great imkiumu which 
is still unexplored, and that which we 
have learned ought to increase our 
reverence rather than our egotism. 
Science has disclosed some of the ma- 
chinery oC the universe, but science 
has not jet revealed to us the great 
secret—the secret of life. 
It is to be 


found iu every blade of grass, in every 
insect, in every bird and in every ani- 
mal, 
as well as iu man. Six thousand 


years of recorded history, and yet we 
know no more about the secret of life 
than they knew iu the- beginning. "\Ve 
live, we plan, we have our hopes, our 
fears, and yet in a moment a change 
may come over auj- one of us, and this 
body will become a mass of lifeless 
clay. What is it that, having, we live 
and, having not. we are as the clod? 
We know not, and ye*t the progress of 
the race and the civilization which 
we now behold are the work of men 
and women who have not solved the 
mystery of their own lives. 


And our food—must we understand 


it before tve eat it? If we refused to 
eat anything until we could under- 
stand the mystery of its growth, we 
would die of starvation. But mystery 
does not bother us in the dining room. 
Only in the charch is it an obstacle. 


I was eating a piece of watermelon 


some months ago and was struck with 
its beauty. 
I took some of the seed 


and dried them and weighed them and 
found that it would require some five 
thousand seed to weigh a pound. And 
then I applied mathematics to that 
forty pound melon. 
One of these 


seeds put into the ground when warmed 
by the sun and moistened by the rain 
goes to work. 
It gathers from some- 


where two hundred thousand times its 
own weight and, forcing this raw ma- 
terial through a tiny stem, constructs 
a watermelon. 
It covers the outside 


with a coating of green, inside of the 
green it puts a layer of white, and 
within the white a core of red, and all 
through the red it scatters seeds, each 
one capable of continuing the work of 
reproduction. 
Where did that little 


seed get its tremendous power? Where 
did it find its coloring matter? How 
did it collect its flavoring; extract? 
How did it build a watermelon? Un- 
til you can explain a watermelon do 
not be too sure that you can set limits 
to the power of the Almighty or say just 
what he would do or how he would do 
it. I cannot explain the watermelon,

Power That Is Infinite and Divine. 
Everything that grows tells a like 


story of infinite power. Why should I 
deny that a divine hand fed a multi- 
tude with a few loaves and fishes 
when I see hundreds of millions fed 
every year by a hand which converts 
the seeds scattered over the field into 
an abundant harvest? We^know that 
food can be multiplied in a few 
months" time. Shall we deay the pow- 
er of the Creator to eliminate the ele- 
ment of time "when we have gone so 
far 
in eliminating the element of 


space? 


But there is something even more 


wonderful still, the mysterious change 
that takes place in the human heart 
when the man begins to hate the 
things he loved and to love the things 
he hated, the marvelous transformation 
that takes place in the man who be- 
fore the change would have sacrificed 
the world for his own advancement, 
but who after the change would give 
his life for a principle and esteem it a 
privilege to make sacrifice for his con- 
victions. What greater miracle than 
this that converts a selfish, self cen- 
tered human being into a center from 
which good influences flow out in 
every direction! And yet this miracle 
has been wrought in the heart of each 
one of us. or may be wrought, and we 
have seen it wrought in the hearts of 
those about us. Xo; living in the midst 
of mystery and miracles, I shall not 
allow either to deprive rue of the bene- 
fits of the Christian religion. 


Some of those who question the mir- 


acle also question the theory of atone- 
ment They assert that it does not ac- 


langtiage. nnd everywhere It has touch- 
ed the heart. 


But if 1 were going to present uu ar- 


gument Iu favor of the divinity of 
Christ 1 would not bojiin with mira- 
cles or mystery or theory of atone- 
ment. 1 would beyjn wlih the fact 
that Christ lived. Christ presents an 
example of purity In |nought and life, 
ami man, conscious of his own imper- 
fections and grieved over his short- 
comings, finds inspiration iu one who 
was tempted iu all points just as we 
are and yet was without sin. 


Christ as an Example of Humility. 
Humility is n .rare \irtue. If one is 


rich he is apt to be proud of his riches. 
It he has distinguished ancestry he is 
apt to be proud of his lineage. If he is 
well educated he is apt to be proud of 
his learning. Some one has suggested 
that if one becomes humble he soon 
becomes proud of his humility. Christ, 
however, possessed'of all power, was 
the very personification of humility. 


The most difficult of all the virtues 


to cultivate is the forgiving spirit. Ke- 
venge seems to be natural to the hu- 
man heart. To want to get even \vitu 
an enemy is a common sin. It has 
even been popular to boast of vindic- 
tiveness. It was once inscribed on a 
monument to n hero that he had re- 
paid both friends "and enemies more 
than he had received. This was not 
the spirit of Christ. He taught for- 
giveness, and in that incomparable 
prayer which he left as a model for 
our petitions he made our willingness 
to forgive the measure by which we 
may claim forgiveness. 
lie not only 


taught forgiveness, but he exemplified 
his teachings in Ms life. When those 
who persecuted him brought him to 
the most disgraceful of all deaths his 
spirit of forgiveness rose above his 
sufferings, and he prayed, "Father, 
forgive them, for they know not what 
they do." 


What conclusion is to be drawn from 


the life, the teachings and the death 
of this historic figure? Reared in a 
carpenter's shop, with no knowledge of 
literature save Bible literature, with no 
acquaintance with philosophers living 
or with the writings of sages dead. 
this young man gathered 
disciples 


about him, promulgated a higher code 
of morals than the world had ever 
known before and proclaimed himself 
the Messiah. He taught and perform- 
ed miracles for a few brief months 
and then was crucified. His disciples 
were scattered and many of them put 
to death. 
His claims were disputed, 


his resurrection denied and his follow- 
ers persecuted, and yet from this be- 
ginning his religion has spread until 
millions take his name with reverence 
upon their lips and thousands have 
been willing to die rather than sur-

It is easier to believe him divine than 
to explain in any other way what he 
said and did and was. 


I have selected this theme that I may 


present some of the reasons -which lead 
me to believe that Christ has fully 
earned the title the Prince of Peace 
and that in the years to come it will 
be more and more applied to him. 
Faith in him brings peace to the heart, 
and his teachings when applied will 
bring peace between man and man. 
And 'if he can bring peace to each 
heart and if his creed will bring peace 
throughout the earth who will deny 
his right to he called the Prince of 
Peace? 


All the world is In search of peace. 


Every heart that ever beat has sought 
for peace, and many have been the 
methods employed to secure it Some 
have thought to purchase it with rich- 
es. and they have labored to secure 
wealth, hoping to find peace when they 
were able to go where they pleased 
and buy what they liked. Of those 
who have endeavored to purchase 
peace with money the large majority 
have failed to secure the money. But 
what has been the experience of those 
who have been successful in accumu- 
lating money? They al^tell the same 
story—viz, that they spent the first 
half of their lives trying to get money 
from others and the last half trying^ 
to keep others from getting their mon- 
ey and that they found peace In nei- 
ther half. 
Some have even reached 


the point where ihey find difficulty in 
getting people to accept their money. 
and I know of no better indication of 
the ethical awakening in this country 
than the increasing tendency to scru- 
tinize the methods of money making. 
A long step in advance will have been 
taken when relicr'ous. educational and 
charitable instituiions refuse to con- 
done immoral method** in business and 
leave the possessor of ill gotten gains 
to learn the loneliness of life when 
one prefers mone.-v to morals. 


Some have souulit peace in social dis- 


tinction: but wh' ihcr they have been 
within the channel circle and fearful 
le'-t they might f.-ll out or outside and 
hopeful (hat the.i might get in, they 
have not found ]•• .-see.

Christ gave us proof of immortality, 


and yet it would hardly seem necessary 
that one should rise from the dead to 
convince us that the grave is not the 
end. 
To every created thing God has 


given u tongue that proclaims n resur- 
rection. 


If the Father deigns to touch with di- 


vine power the cold and pulseless heart 
of the buried acorn and to make it 
burst forth from its prison walls, will 
he leave neglected in the earth the soul 
of man, made in the image of his Cre- 
ator? If he stoops to give to the rose- 
bush whose withered blossoms float 
upon the autumn breeze the sweet as- 
surance of another springtime, will he 
refuse the words of hope to the sous of 
men when the frosts of winter come? 
If matter mute and inanimate, though 
changed by the forces of nature into a 
multitude of forms, can never die, will 
the spirit of man suffer annihilation 
when it has paid a brief visit like a 
royal guest to this tenement of clay? 
Xo; I am as sure that there is another 
life as I am that I live today. 


In Cairo I secured a few grains of 


wheat that had slumbered for more 
than three thousand years in an Egyp- 
tian tomb.. As I looked at them this 
thought came into my mind: If one of 
those grains had been planted on the 
banks of the Nile the year after it 
grew and all its lineal descendants 
planted and replanted from that time 
until now, its progeny would today be, 
sufficiently numerous to feed the teem- 
ing millions of the world. If this in- 
visible germ of life in the grain of 
wheat 
can thus 
pass 
unimpaired 


through three thousand resurrections, 
I shall not doubt that my soul has 
power to clothe itself with a body 
suited to its new existence when this 
earthly frame has crumbled into dust. 


A belief in immortality not only con- 


soles the individual, but it exerts a 
powerful influence in bringing peace 
between individuals. 
If 
one really 


thinks that man dies as the brute dies, 
he may yield to the temptation to do 
injustice to his neighbor when the cir- 
cumstances are such as to promise se- 
curity from detection. But if one real- 
ly expects to meet again and live eter- 
nally with those whom he knows to- 
day he is restrained from evil deeds 
by the fear of endless remorse. 


Again, Christ deserves to be called 


the Prince of Peace because he has 
given us a measure of greatness which 
promotes peace. When his disciples 
disputed among themselves as to 
which should be greatest in 
the 


kingdom of heaven, he rebuked them 
and said, "Let him who would be 
chiefest among you be the servant of 
all.'' Service is the measure of great- 
ness. It always has been true. It is 
true today and it always will be true 
that he is greatest who does the most 
of good. And yet what a revolution it 
will work in this old world when this 
standard becemes the standard of life! 
Xearly all of our controversies and 
combats arise from the fact that we 
are trying to get something from each 
other. There will be peace when our 
aim is to do something for each other. 
Our enmities and animosities arise 
from our efforts to get as much as 
possible out of the world. There will 


w'HUen by (ho convention of any purt> 
Iu any country. 
When he condenses 


Into one commandment those of th

If I were to attempt to apply this 


thought to various questions which arc 
at issue, I might be accused of enter 
ing the domain of partisan politics 
but I may safely apply it to two great 
problems. 
Kir«t let us consider tin. 


question of capital and labor. This i< 
not a transient i«sue or a local one. 
It engages Hie attention of the people 
of all countries and has appeared in 
every age. The immediate need in 
this country is arbitration, for neither 
side to the controversy can be trusted 
to deal with absolute justice if allowed 
undisputed control. But arbitration, like 
a court, is a last resort. It would be 
better if the relations between em- 
ployer and employee were such as to 
make arbitration unnecessary. Just In 
proportion as men recognize their kin- 
ship to each other and deal with each 
other in the spirit of brotherhood will 
friendship and harmony be secured. 
Both employer and employee need to 
cultivate the spirit which follows from 
obedience to the great commandment. 


Ethics of Money Making. 


The second problem to which I would 


apply this platform of peace is that 
which relates to the accumulation o£ 
wealth. We cannot much longer delay 
consideration of the ethics of money 
making. That many of the enormous 
fortunes which have been accumulated 
in the last quarter of a century are 
now- held by men who have given to 
society no adequate service in return 
for the money secured is now general- 
ly recognized. 
While legislation can 


and should protect the public from 
predatory wealth, a more effective rem- 
edy will be found in the cultivation of 
a public opinion which will substitute 
a higher ideal than the one which tol- 
erates the enjoyment of unearned 
gains. No man who really knows what 
brotherly love is will desire to take 
advantage of his neighbor, and the 
conscience when not seared will ad- 
monish against injustice. 
My faith in 


the future rests upon the belief that 
Christ's teachings are being 
more 


studied today than ever before and 
that with this larger study will come 
an application of those teachings to 
the everyday life of the world. 
In 


former times men read thafc Christ 
came to bring life and immortality to 
light and placed the emphasis upon 
immortality; now they are studying 
Christ's relation to human life. In for- 
mer years many thought to prepare 
themselves for future bliss by a life 
of seclusion here; now they are learn- 
ing that they cannot follow in the loot- 
steps of the Master unless they go 
about doing good. Christ declared that 
he came that we might have life, and 
have it more abundantly. The world 
is learning that Christ came not to 
narrow life, but to enlarge it. 


But this Prince of Peace promises 


not only peace, but strength. 
Some 


have thought his teachings fit only for 
the weak and the timid and unsuited 
to men of vigor, energy and ambition. 
Nothing could be further from the 
truth. Only the man of faith can be 
courageous. 
Confident that he fights 


on the side of Jehovah, he doubts not 
the success of his cause. What mat- 
ters it whether he shares in the. shouts 
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Christ promot. o peace l\v giving us 


assurance that a 
of couiraunicalion 


be peace when our endeavor is to put 
as much as possible into the world. 
Society will take an immeasurable step 
toward peace when it estimates" a citi- 
zen by his output rather than by his 
income and gives the cro\vn 01 its ap- 
proval to the one \vho makes the lar- 
gest contribution to the welfare of all. 


Christ lias also led the way to peace 


by givin? us a formula for the propa- 
gation of good. Not all of those tvho 
have really desired to do good have 
employed the Christian method— not 
all Christians even. In all the history 
of the human race but two methods 
have l>een employed. 


The first is the forcible method. 


The other is the Bible plan— be not 
overcome of evil, but overcome evi! 
with good. And there is no other way 
of overcoming evil. I am not much, of 
a farmer. I get more credit for my 
farming than I deserve, and my little 
farm receives more advertising than it 
is entitled to. But I am farmer enough 
to know that if I cut down weeds they 
will spring up nsnin, and I know that 
if I plant something there which has 
more vitality than the weeds I shall 
not only get rid of the constant cul- 
ling, but have the benefit of the crop 
l»csi(les.

If every word spoken in 
behalf of truth has Its influence and 
every deed done for the right weighs 
in the final account, it is immaterial to 
the Christian whether his eyes behold 
victory or whether he dies in the midst 
of the conflict 


Only those who believe attempt the 


seemingly impossible and by attempt- 
ing prove that one with God can chase 
a thousand, and two can put ten thou- 
sand to flight I can imagine that the 
early Christians who were carried into 
the arena to make a spectacle for 
those more savage than the beasts 
were entreated by their doubting com- 
panions not to endanger their lives. 
But, kneeling in the center of the are- 
na, they prayed and sang until they 
were devoured. 
How helpless they 


seemed, and. measured by every hu- 
man rule, how hopeless was their 
cause! And yet within a few decades 
the power which they Invoked proved 
mightier than the legions of the em- 
peror, and the faith in which they 
died was triumphant o'er all that land.

THE STATE TREASURY 


An Astounding State of Affairs Disclosed 
—How the Bosses Have Used Ohio's 


Funds for Private Gain 


State Auditor Guilbert and State Treasurer M'Kin- 


non are Shown Dp in Bad Light—A 


Huge Political Machine. 


WHAT THE CAYMAN COMMITTEE FOUND—COX RECEIVED THE IN- 


TEREST ON THE HAMILTON COUNTY TREASURY FUNDS. 
t' 
At this session oi' the committee ,tlie testimony of Vivian J. Fagin, 


former U. S. "marshal, and once deputy county treasurer, was taken under 
oath. 
Fagin testified that he had been assistant treasurer of Hamilton 


county four years under Treasurer Schott, and three years under Tilden 
French. 
He stated that he had seen envelopes come from the banks In 


return for the use of county money, the envelopes ti'ed~up in packages and 
sent to George B. Cox. 


He said that he had personally carried the envelopes to Cox oftener 


while he served under Schott than under French. 
He said he would 


hand'the envelopes to Cox and say, "Here's the stuff the T>anK cashiers 
fixed up." 
"When Cox's headquarters was in a saloon," said Fagin, "Cox 


used to take the envelopes and throw them in a safe, and wnen his ofliec 
was over a saloon in Walnut street, he used to take them and throw them 
in a drawer in a safe. 
Sometimes he used to give me a cigar and some- 


times.jiot." 
• 
' 


Fagin said he was given the envelopes by Leo Schott. 
Asked whether he had ever talked to Tilden French concerning the 


faking of the bank envelopes to Cox, Fagin said: 
"Frencn said he had 


taken' George down his monthly envelopes and he had been much struck 
by Cox's happiness." 


i "I made the old boy happy this morning. 
Oh, my, how Cox does 


love money," Fagin testified French said. 


Fagin swore that he had discussed with Treasurer Schott and Tilden 


French and Cashier Schott, who served under h'Js brother Leo, what, the 
envelopes contained. 


Continuing, Fagin said: 
"Geo. Schott asked me if Cox had ever told 


me not to tell Hynicka of the! fact that Cox was receiving the bank en- 
velopes. 
I told him that Cox had not. Schott said that Cox did not 


viant Hynicka to know that Cox received the envelopes." 


Detailing a conversation with Leo Schott, Fagin averred that Schott 


declared Cox was a "tight wad," that it had cost Schott four thousand 
dollars, to be" elected treasurer and he had been in office a year without 
being offered any of the interest money by Cox. 
> 


"In a conversation with ex-Treasurer Gibson on a train coming from 


Philadelphia, Gibson expressed a doubt as to the validity of the practice 
of'allowing the banks to use the money and give the interest in this way," 
said Fagin. 


"I told him that he would have so little to do with it that IO would 


not trouble him." 


COX STOPS THE IVESTIGATION AGAIN. 


This closed the -testimony of Mr. Fagin, at which time-tlie-lnvestiga- 


tion was stopped by Geo. B. Cox, by a writ of quo-warranto and. in junction 
against the committee going any further. 
But does it not seem strange 


that Mr. Fullington put in over a year in Hzuniltou county without discov- 
ering anything about this interest money or who got it, and yet it took 
the Drake committee, who had no access to the books as Sir. Fullington 
had, only a few weeks to cause the treasurers to turn in $214,998.76, 
money received as'interest upon the public funds, and the Cayman com-/ 
mittee scarcely an hour to find out that Geo. B. COK, received this money? 


Note.—Since this paragraph was put in type the Circuit Court at 


Cincinnati, ^composed entirely of Cox judges, has made tne injunction 
against'the Gayrnan probe committee permanent and thus stopped the in- 
vestigation. 


WHY COX CAST THE 97 VOTES OP HAMILTON COUNTY FOB 


FULLINGTON AND GREEN. 


"When it is remembered that Geo. B. Cox gave the 97 votes of the 


Hamilton county delegation, of which he was chairman, to Mr. 'Fullington 
when ^nominated to succeed Gniil>ert January 1, 15)09, it i\ill be readily 
understood that COY knew h«s mail and knew his business. 


When it is a'.so remembered that Mr. Cox was a, beneficiary of tlie 


State's funds deposited in his bank in Cincinnati and-that trie amount of 
three hundred thousand dollars ($300,000.00) was deposited with the 
bank of which Cox is president, it is readily seen why Chas. C. Green re- 
ceived the 97 votes of Hamilton county for the nomination for State Treas. 
urer, to succeed Treasurer McKinnont next January. 


NONE OP THE PEOPLE'S BUSINESS WHERE THEIR MONEY IS KEPT. 


When the Ohio Legislature met last January, a resolution was of- 


fered'by Representative Stockwell calling upon the State Treasurer to 
know in what banks the public funds were deposited, and to the surprise 
of all the Treasurer and his deputy, Mr. Chas. C. Green, said it was none 
of their business, and that it was against public policy to allow the1 people 
to know in what banks the money was deposited. 
\ 


McKINNON REFUSES TO TELL IN WHAT BANKS THE STATE'S 


MONEY! IS. 


Mr. McKinnon declined to give the information to the Legislature, but 


said that he would privately explain the matter to any i member of the 
Legislature. 
He was called upon by Mr. Stockwell to comply with his 


promise but refused, aucl it was then that the 
Ohio State Senate pass-id 


a resolution creating a committee to, investigate the offices of the Audi- 
tor of State and Treasurer of State. 


WHAT THE COMMITTEE FOUNI> IN THE STATE TREASURER'S 


AND AUDITOR'S OFFICES. 


This committee reported, after they had examined the offices of the 


Auditor and Treasurer, that no words were too severe to criticise the ad- 
ministration of the Treasurer's office; that the members of theDenository 
Commission, consisting of the Treasurer, Auditor and Attorney General, 
had been derelict in failing to supervise that trust and that they had 
violated the spirit if not the letter of the law. while the Treasurer had 
administered his office and the trust imposed «jwn lism with the grossest 
disregard of the public welfare. 


NO I1OOKS, LKIK7KR OR ACCOUNTS SHOWING A<XX»UXTS 


WITH BANKS. 


It was found that the Treasurer's office contained no books, ledgers, 


or accounts showing his transactions with the MS bank in'which were 
dejxjsited the money of the State. 
The Treasurer did not know how much 


interest he had received or even what his own commission had been, save 
by a long and tedious investigation covering several months. 
The only 


record in the Treasurer's office concerning the deposits in the 148 banks 
were the letters from the banks inclosing interest check. an<T much of 
Ibis correspondence was missing. The Treasurer was so ignorant and so 
completely at a Joss to satisfy the request of'the House of Represent at ivw 
for information, that he had to write to the banks themselves to learn 
the amount of interest, which they bad paid and the amount of money 
•which they had had under the Depository Jaw. The only record in the 
Treasurer**; office relative to flic monor Vwlrniging' to <ho Stajf wore certain 
certificate*; of deposit amounting to many millions of dollars which might 
have bei-n lost, stolen or <lcstroy<Hl. 
Had any of these certificates dis- 


appeared the State would have been at the mercy of the !miks to recover1 
the luouoy. 
No trial balance was ever struck and no trail balance could 


be struck by tho committee for any period during the yearn covered by 
the Board of Depository law. 


$7,000,000 OF THE PEOPLE'S MONEY HANDLED WITHOUT ANY 


RECORDS OF SAME. 


Mr. McKinnou is a man of wide business and bank experience, and 


his deputy, Chas. C. Green, who is the Republican candidate for State 
Treasurer, is an expert bookkeeper. Does It not seem strange that a pub- 
lic official, even Uipugh he hud not been an. expert bookkeeper, ana even 
though IMJ might have been ignorant of business methods, would have tol- 
erated the absence of records involving seven million dol'ars ($7,OOO,- 
OOO.OO) of the people's njoney? 
It is foolish to suppose that any business 


man would have approved of It. 
It cannot be claimed that Mr. McKinnon 


and Green followed the custom of former administrations because the De- 
pository law did not go into effect until the McKinnou administration. 


GUILBERT REFUSES TO SHOW CASHIER'S CHECKS—BLOCKS THE 


COMMITTEE IN ITS EFFORTS TO DISCOVER WHERE 


THE STATE'S MONEY WAS. 


\ 


The Senate committee was hindered in its efforts to arrive at an ex- 


planation of this situation by the refusal of Auditor of State Guilbert to 
produce to the Senate committee, or to even permit the Capitol Trust 
Bank, of which Guilbert is president, to produce the cashier's checks cov- 
ering his transactions as State Auditor with the State Treasury depart- 
ment. 
These transactions are hereinafter more fully referred to. 
These 


refusals, together with the lack of records in the Treasurer's office, closed 
the door on the committee and the public as well, to the transactions of 
the State Treasury involving possibly twenty million dollars (.$20,000,- 
000.00) "and covering a period of many years, and this inrormation will 
never be secured while the present officials are in office, and it behooves 
the people of the State of Ohio, if they want to secure real facts, and know 
something about their financial affairs to se^ that they are turned out, and 
that officials are placed in those offices who Will regard a public office as a 
public trust, and who will not insult the people by telling them it is none 
of their 
biisinc&s as to where the State's money is kept. 


McKINNON VIOLATES DEPOSITORY LAW. 


In the investigation which took place many facts of great interest 


to the taxpayers and people of Ohio were found, and it was plainly seen 
that the State Treasurer has violated the Depository law as it is required 
by Section 157 Revised Statutes, but instead of this the Treasurer filed a 
statement every three months, showing the total interest received from all 
the banks but without indicating the source from which it came, and for 
this reason it was impossible to know more about the transactions of the 
Treasurer than the incomplete correspondence of the banks tell. 


DISCREPANCY IN TREASURER'S BOOKS. 


In February, 1908, the Treasurer wrote to the banks for statements 


showing the amount of money which they held, and the amount of in- 
terest that they paid during the past three years, and these reports of the 
banks and the correspondence in the Treasurer's office were compared t>y 
an expert employed by the committee, and "he found that in not a single 
term of twelve quarterly periods covered by the examinations did the cash 
book of the Treasurer, balance with the Treasurer's correspondence, or 
the report of the banks, and there was a discrepancy between the 
cash 


book and the Statements of the banks amounting to three thousand and 
seventy-one dollars and seventy-five cents ($3,071.75). There were many 
discrepancies in interest paid by the banks and the records of the Treas- 
urer, and the committee found that the quarterly collection of February 3, 
3908, was not deposited until April, 1908, and the State lost interest on 
thirty thousand four hundred and forty dollars and thirtyrsix cents ($30,- 
440.36) for two months. 
A 


HOW THE STATE HAS LOST INTEREST ON ITS MONEY. 


Of far greater magnitude has been the loss of interest to the State. 


The Depository law contemplates that all, money in the treasury shall 
draw interest for the benefit of the State," but this has" been consciously 
and continuously violated by the Treasurer in many ways. 
Immense sums 


of money, running as high as from one million to two million dollars, have 
been kept in the vaults for a considerable period of time, and for three 
years of operation of the Depository law the monthly average cash balance 
has been seven hundred and forty-eight thousand,five hundred' and thirty- 
three dollars ($748,533.00) on which the State received no interest what- 
ever. 


ACTIVE AND INACTIVE DEPOSITORIES—HOW THEY WHIPPED THE 


DEVIL AROUND THE STUMP. 


The State Depository Commission-in putting out the funds of the 


State established what we term active and inactive depositories. 
An act- 


ive depository was one in which the funds of the State were, deposited and 
against which the Treasurer could check at any time. And on this the 
State collected but one and one-half per cent, interest. An inactive de- 
pository was one against which the Treasury did notr check, and on in- 
active deposits the State collected two and one-half per cent, interest. 
The active depositories in the City of Columbus are within ten minutes' 
walk of the Treasurer's office, and there is no necessity and no possible 
justifiaction for keeping more than a small amount of cash in the State 
Treasurer's vault, as all the payments of the State could be made by check 
just as well, thus putting the money 1'n circulation instead of tying it up 
in the State Treasury, and at the same time securing interest on the same 
time securing interest on the same for the benefit of the people of Ohio. 
An examination of the records of the active depositories shows that they 
were treated as inactive depositories without being charged inactive in- 
terest rates, and the evidence is conclusive on this point, as it shows that 
during the whole period from January, 1905, to January, 1907, whenever 
a check was drawn upon an active depository, almost identically the same 
sum was deposited on the same day and this is true even down to the 
penny items. The Treasurer kept approximately two hundred thousand 
dollars ($200,000) in the Commercial National Bank, and three hun- 
dred thousand ($300,000) in the Union Natioanl Bank, or an average 
balance in these two banks for the years 1906 and 1907 of four hundred 
and twenty thousand eight hundred and thirty dollars and sixty-five cents 
($420,830.65), and on that sum the State received but one and one-half 
per cent, interest when it should have received two and one-half per cent, 
interest, for the accounts were clearly inactive.

The board of public works has au 


urgent duty to perform in regard to 
the city vrater department, and at the 
same time an opportunity is afforded to, 
distinguished itself from all its prede- 
cessors by adopting a systematic busi- 
nesslike policy in the management of 
the plant 


Although it seems useless to expect 


the same degree of efficiency under 
municipal ownership as obtains in pri- 
vate corporation ownership, the mem- 
bers of the board owe it alike to them- 
selves and to the city to approximate 
the methods of a business corporation 
as closely as possible in the manage- 
ment of the waterworks. 


If the members find it incompatible 


with the exigencies of their private 
business affairs to give their personal 
attention to the work they should at 
least see to it that the heads of the de- 
partment are competent business men 
who will give their whole time to their 


i duties and, above all. that politics shall 
j be entirely eliminated from the water 


department 


The insubordination, incompeteney, 


jealousies and recriminations which 
have been shown to exist among the 
employees, from highest to lowest, pre- 
sent a situation hardly less danger- 
ous and disgraceful than the recent 
disclosures in regard to the unsafe 
and inefficient condition of the plant. 


The plain duty of the board is first 


to "weed out the incompetents and those 
•who are playing politics and nest to 
reorganize at least the mechanical 
branches of the department on a strict, 
nonpartisan. business basis.

All this talk of municipal owner- 


ship which lias been going the rounds 
here of late is ill advised, in my opin- 
ion. It isn't practical, and every city 
has found to its cost that poorer serv- 
ice has been derived from municipally 
owned plants than from the corpora- 
tions owned and run on business prin- 
ciples by private capitalists. 


Statistics bear me out in this. Tou 


can take 100,towns that have munici- 
pally owned lighting plants and you 
will find all sorts of schedules prevail- 
ing—moonlight schedules, dark night 
schedules and, in fact, everything but 
n clear schedule for light every night 
at a stated price, no. matter what 
weather conditions prevail. You can't 
tell anything about the cost of these 
plants, and you get poorer service. 


The temptation to inject politics into 


the management of these municipal 
plants Is too strong for the average 
man to resist, and iu most every mu- 
nicipally owned plant you will find it 
rua to the benefit of the ruling party 
and not to the benefit of the citizens. 


The tendency is to employ friends of 


tup management, and all this talk of 
divorcing business of the city from 
politics is bosh. As long as human 
nature remains the same it v.-jll not be 
dorse, no matter who sets the office.—

'roposlng An Amendment to the Consti- 
tution of the State of Ohio Rela- 
tive to the Passage of Bills. 


Be it resolved by the General Assembly 


of the State of Ohio: 
Section 1. A proposition shall be sub- 
mitted to the electors of this state at the 
next election for members of the general 
issembly, to amend the constitution of 
he state of Ohio so that sections 18 to 


32!, both Inclusive, of article II, shall be 
apectlvely bo numbered as sectlohs 19 to 
3; and sections 1C and 18 of such article 
be so amendea as to read as follows: 


ARTICLE II. 
ess reptssed In the manner herein pre- 
icrlbed f.T the repassage of a bill. 


Sec. 2. This amendment shall take ef- 
Sectlon 16. Every bill shall be fully and 
llstlnctly read on three separate days, 
mless, In 
case 
of urgency, 
three- 
'ourths of the members elected to 
the 
house In whlcl} It shall be pending, shall 
dispense with this rule; but the reading 
Df a bill on Its final passage shall In no 
:ase be dispensed with. No bill shall 
Contain more than one subject, which 
.hall -be clearly expressed In Its title; 
and no law shall be revived or amended 
unless the new act contain the entire 
act revived, or the section or sections 
amended; and the section or sections 
amended shall be repealed. 


Sec. 18. Every bill passed by the gen- 
eral assembly shall, before it con be- 
come a law, be presented to the gover- 
nor for his approval. 
If 
he 
approve 
t, he con (shall) sign it. I£ he do not 
approve It, he shall send it with his ob- 
ections in writing, to the house in 
which it originated which may then re- 
consider the vote on its passage. If two- 
birds of the members elected to that 
house then agree to repass tho bin, it 
shall be sent, with the objections of the 
'overnor, to the other house, which may 
Uso reconsider the vote on its passage. 
"I two-thirds of "the members elected to 
:hat house then agree to repays Jt.lt shall 
>ecqme a law, notwithstanding the ob- 
ections of the governor. If a bill shall 
lot be returned by the governor within 
en days. Sundays excepted," after being 
presented to him. It shall become a law, 
unless the general assembly by adjourn- 
ment prevent its return; in which case, 
t shall become a law unless, within ten 
days after such adjournment, it shall be 
filed by him, with his objections, in the 
oS'ce of the secretary of state. The gov- 
ernor irmy disapprove any item or items 
n any till making an appropriation of 
money, and the Item or items, so disap- 
jroved, shall be stricken therefrom, un- 
fect on the frat day of January.

PROPO8ED AMENDMENT TO THBJ 
CONSTITUTION OF OHIO. 


JOINT RESOLUTION 


To Amend Section Two of Article Twelve 
of the Constitution of Ohio. 


Be It resolved by the General Assembly 
of the State of Ohio: 
Section 1. That a proposition shall be 
submitted to the electors of the state of 
Ohio, on "the first Tuesday after the first 
Monday in November, I90S, to amend sec- 
iion two of article twelve of the consti- 
tution of the state of Otiio, so that it 
shall read as follows: 
ARTICLE 331 
Finance and Taxation. 
,Sec. 2. The General Assembly shall nave 
power to establish and maintain an equit- 
able system for raising stats and local 
revenue. It may classify the subjects of 
taxation so far as their differences Jus- 
tify the same In oraer to secure a just 
return from each. 
All taxes and other 
charges shall be imposed tor public pur- 
poses only and shall be just to' each sub- 
ject. The power of taxation-shall never 
surrendered, suspended or contracted 
away. Bonds of the state of Ohio, bonds 
of any city, village, hamlet, county or 
township in this state and bonds issued 
in behalf of the public schools of Ohio 
and the means of instruction in connec- 
tion therewith, burying grounds, public 
school houses, houses used exclusively for 
public worship, institutions of purely pub- 
lic charity, public property used exclus- 
ively for any public purpose, and person- 
al property to an amount not exceeding in 
value $200, for each individual, may, by 
general laws, be exempted from taxation; 
but all such laws shall be subject to al- 
teration or repeal; and the value of all 
property, so exempted, shall, from time 
to time, be ascertained and published as 
may be directed by law. 
Section 2. All taxes an3 exemptions in 
force when this amendment Is adopted 
shall remain In force. In the same man- 
ner and to the same extent, unless and 
until otherwise directed by statute.
